: tion of Toronto (CHAT) last night 
expressed, his enthusiasm about 
the growth of a gay people's group 
at McGill. Speaking to over 60 
members of GAY, a newly-formed 
McGill organization, he ' said, 

- "We're delighted. It's nice to see 
another link in the chain across the 
country." 

Also participating in. the infor- 
maLlalk was Patricia Murphy, 
another member of CHAT. 

Hislop opened his talk by listing 
the various active groups of gay 
people in major Canadian cities, 
such as Vancouver, Waterloo, and 
Halifax. 

Hislop described the early his- 
tory of CHAT. He explained that 
the Anglican Holy Trinity Church, 
in downtown Toronto, was very 
helpful to the new group. Com- 
munity meetings and fund-raising 
dances were held in the church' 
itself, and pews were lined along 
the walls to make room for the dan- 
cers. A, bar was set up irrthe hall. 
*!l went smoothly until the 
or Control Board decided 
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to revoke the church's liquor 
licence on various technicalities. 
. "Imagine that, the church losing 
its liquor licence," said Hislop 
with a grin. 

The group, forced to find new 
quarters, continued its social prog- 
ram from a local Unitarian church. 

Aside from its own fund-raising 
programs, , CHAT has received 
funds from a number of govern- 
ment sources, including grants 
from Opportunities for Youth and 
the Local Initiatives Program. Total 
government funding, according to 
Hislop, is approximately $39,000. 

Pat Murphy noted that one of 
the most important services of 
CHAT is their 24-hour a day 
"distress and information tele- 
phone," Persons ^manning the 
phone are equipped to give emer- 
gency drug counselling, and 
advice or referral for psychiatric or 
VD problems. 

Volunteers arc trained to handle 
incoming calls by observing 
experienced people at work on the 
phones and then discussing the 
case with the counsellor. After a 
while, "they answer the phone 
themselves. 
Speaking more generally about 
. the organization of homosexuals, 
Murphy noted that the American 
movement is characterized by 
separate male and female groups. 
"If any organization can avoid this 
split," she said, "it is to their 
advantage. Gay men and women 
can learn from each other and bet- 
ter understand their common 
oppression." 

Murphy recognized the neces- 
sity for women. to meet in groups 
to discuss their needs and prob- 
lems. At the same time, she 
stressed that their conclusions 
should be shared with the whole 
community for further discussion 
and education. "Men and women 
can work together in this society 
if they try," she said. 

Murphy concluded with the 
reminder that GAY must go outside 
the bounds of the university and 
begin to organize the Montreal 
community.

chand-Lalondc-Goyer "mafia" 
which now dominates the party, 
and other reasons which cannot 
be enumerated without more facts. 

It is not likely 'that- the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives wil I be able 
to form the next government, 
despite thier one-seat edge over 
the Liberals. There are far more 
"conservatives" than "pro- 
gressives" in the crop which was 
just elected— hard-core reac- 
tionaries who ran on anti-French 
or anti-labour platforms. With only 
two members, from Quebec, the 
Conservatives would be courting N 
a disaster for their federalist cause 
If they tried to form a government. 
Even the - Diefenbaker minority 
government of. 1957 had nine 
caucus members from Quebec. 

The political pundits of the left 
are now speculating that the 
Quebec "mafia", the "left" wing 
of the Liberal Party, may stage an 
internal coup and push the domi- 
nant conservative wing of the party 
away from the centre of power. 
The pundits think that Trudeau, 
Marchand, Mackasey and Pelletier — 
at heart are really "left-liberals" 
and that they now have their long- 
desired chance to govern "pro- 
gressively" with the backing of the 
NDP. 

What the NDP thinks of this 
arrangement remains to be seen. 

A "progressive" Liberal govern- • 
ment which would co-opt the 
NDP's nolicies might prove to be 
electorally disastrous for the David

Lewis brand of "socialism", which, 
as Last Post puts it, Is not much 
different from liberalism. It might 
push (he NDP to the left, or it might 
undercut it. However, if the NDP 
has become so bourgeois that it 
can be destroyed that easily by a 
little government opportunism, 
then destruction is what it 
deserves. 

It is highly unlikely, however, 
that the Liberals will be willing to 
remain in powty on NDP suffer- 
ance. Another election is likely 
within the next few months, if the 
Liberals can drum up enough 
national support to prevent a 1 958- 
style Conservative landslide. The 
NDP has a chance of winning no 
more than 45 additional seats, and 



then only if a miracle occurs. This 
is the number of seats where NDP 
candidates saved their deposits. 
Onlyoneoftheseats, Cape Breton- 
East Richmond, is east of the 
Ontario-Quebec border. 

Three possibilities exist for 
Quebec within the context of bour- 
geois clcctoralism. It can hold 
steady with" the Trudeau Liberals, 
who now, despite their role in 
October 1 970, can put on the cos- 
tume of the defenders of Quebec 
against the anti-French racists of 
Ontario Conservatism. It can swing 
to the Conservatives, as it did in 
1 958, in order to obtain Cabinet 
representation and -» prevent a 
repeat of the 1917 shutout of 
French-Canadians from power in 
Ottawa. Or it can say 'to hell with 
all this' and opt for independence. 
The possibilities are.very interest- 
ing. ; i_
